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Dr, Kissinger: At 11:00 a, m. in the morning Washington time, we 
will announce that 20 POWs are being released. 

I also wanted to say something to you about our general policy as we 
normalize relations. 


Le Due Tho: You will announce the release of POWs, and we will 
acknowledge it. 

Dr. Kissinger: But tonight. We will do it at 11:00 this morning. 

Le Due Tho: And you will send a message to the Four Party Joint 
Commis sion. 


Dr. Kissinger: Yes, and you will too. 

Le Due Tho: To discuss the release of the 20 prisoners 


Dr. Kissinger: I agree. 

I wanted to say one general thing to you about our attitude. We will make 
a very serious effort to normalize relations. We will do this very honestly 
and very openly. We will not do things behind your back with other countries. 
If we engage in acts we think affect you, we will keep you informed so that 
confidence can develop, aaid if we practice this for some time, we will 
soon be on an entirely new basis. 
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
